SIR, 

FRancis Butlers Lady, being fitrprized with a large 
and painful Tumor of the Umbilicus, confulced 
Mr Knowtes and Dr Eds about it, who by reafon of 
fume very odd Symptoms, were dubious both of the 
Nature and Confequence of it. Mr Knowles being ap- 
prehenfive of the ill fuccefs would enfue from the o- 
pening fuch an Abfcefs, advifed the Lady to the con- 
trary, tho (he mightily perfifted for the doing it. How- 
ever, fcon after it. broke ofitfelf, and difcharged a 
great Quantity of Prune-ftones, and not v^athftanding 
all th ^ care could be taken of it, (he died in about 
20 days. 

The faid Mr Kmwles being called to open a Youth, 

who dyed^as was fuppofed oi the Cholic and Convol- 

^¥ulua, found the Cscum vaftly extended, and ftufft v/ith 

abundance of Cherry-ftones ; which then were proved 

to be the occafion of his Death. 

A Servant to Sir ^;^/^^^7/y' Kec)^, complained of a pain 
and hardnefs of his right fide, which had continued 
more or lefs for 12 years, and was obferved to ap» 
preach d-diy nearer the Skin. This incouraged him to 
have it opened, and an incifion being made, I plucked 
out a rulty Wire with my Forceps ^ where upon a ni- 
cer examination we found it to be a broken Needle,

which he thought he might have formerly fwallowed. 
It ftuck in a manner fo firm in the Flefti as if it had been 
fixed in Wood, fo that it could not be extrafted with- 
out forae Violence and a fmall Hemorrhage. 

Sir F. L. was fwelled mightily in his Legs, Abdo- 
men, Stomach, and to his very Throat, even to Suffo- 
cation that he died. Mr K — -x was fentfor to let 
out the Cuppofed Waters 3 for his Phyficians had treat- 
ed him as in a Dropfy, with powerful diuretics, &c. 
and I or 2 Pails were provided ready to receive the 
matter 5 but upon opening him, there ifTuCd forth 
nothing but a gufti of Wind* He cut 6 inclies and a 
half deep of Fat on the Feritamum , and died of Qr^ 
pHlmtk nimk ^ being one that fed prodigioufly- 
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
